A W0BD FOB OUB SIDE. 
It is gratifying to now and then find an 
intelligent writer in an Eastern journal 
taking a right view of the Chinese ques­ 
tion. As a rule, most writers at the East 
are radically wrong on this subject. And 
what makes it all the more provoking is 
lhat this wrongheadedness invites the 
charge of ignorance and stupidity, though 
we in California fear to make such allega­ 
tions, for the reason that we so badly need 
friends on the East side, and can ill afibrd 
to antagonize any influences. But it may 
lie said that historical reading should con­ 
vince the scholars of the East, who ¡11 the 
main are opposed to our views on restric­ 
tion of Chinese immigration, that the 
statement of Professor E. W. Gilliam in 
the current number of the North American 
Jlcriac is true, that China is, of all nations 
of the earth, the most exclusive, but now 
that she has begun to relax her rigor and 
is [muring upon the shores of this country 
¡1 flood of Asiatics, their presence in large 
numbers must work in time our utter con­ 
fusion. Professor Gilliam puint3 out that 
China views all other nations as inferior, 
her intense national pride makes her the 
most egotistical of peoples. She conquers 
¡11 her new policy by the emigration of her 
subjects to lands where wages are high and 
the cost of living comparatively low. 
Iliey seize upon trade centers, as is in­ 
stanced at Singapore, in twelve years 
they increased their number twenty fold I 


111 that place. In almut twenty years 
they 
sent over 2(|0,000 to Chile 
and Peru, 130,00 to Cuba, 1,500,000 
to Siam, (10,000 to Australia, and some 
hundreds of thousands to other countries, 
without mention of what they have sent to 
the [ 11 ited States. In fact, if there is anv 
preof in historical data at all, it justifies 
the belief that the migratory movement of 
this people has bu! just begun, and that it1 
is, in full tide, capable of overwhelming 
the people of the United States. At the 
East, and by even a few of our own people 
this is believed to be tbc nightmare of a 
timorous fancy. But unless the past be. 
lies itself tb? early future under unchecked 
immigration will be for this nation one of 
sorrow and degradation. 1’rof. Gilliam 
in contemplating the outicok for his coun­ 
try tinder the influence of an unrestrained 
human tide from Asia, finds the word “ap­ 
palling to be not strong enough to express 
his sense of the danger Chinese immigra­ 
tion constitutes to it. IIo holds that the 
reason for the exclusion of the Chinese is 
found ¡11 the race deterioration of the An­ 
glo Saxon when brought into contact with 
the Mongol. China is governed by the 
traditional rule of the ¡«íírjarch—the fam­ 
ily is the unit, not the individual—and as a 
result the : ubordinatiun of the citizen is 
the rule. A race so educated will not 
assimilate with a system that rests upon 
wholly different foundations. The Chinese 
are commercially intellectual, hut ¡11 the 
higher sphcies of intellectual activity are 
the inferior of the Caucasian, and yet, 
wherever they have come into contact and 
competition with them, the Caucasian 
lias 
been 
forced 
to 
give 
way. 
Wherever they have gained a 
foot­ 
hold 
they 
have 
worked, 
their 
way toward commercial supremacy, and in 
several quarters they have already at­ 
tained the controlling power to the exclu­ 
sion of the native race. Professor Gilliam 
points out that “ the American, with 
stronger physique and more inventive 
powers, if less imitative, is so far forth a 
letter workmen. 
But a Chinaman can 
live 011 a fourth of what is required by the 
average American, exercising rigid rutesl 
of thrift and economy, lie can. therefore, 
easily underbid the American, and will al­ 
ways so far do so as to control the situa­ 
tion. The man who will do the work for 
liaat the sum is in universal demand. Thej 
American must either lower his wage or 
leave.-’ He then proceeds to show that it 
would require the same training of cen­ 
turies, and under populous conditions un­ 
known to us, for the American to come 
down to the Chinaman’s reduced standard 
of comfort. Even could he at once do so, 
it would be undesirable. Low wages, with 
temporary local advantage to manufactur­ 
ers, would ultimately prove an enduring 
national curse. Their incidental influence 
upon production is adverse, in making the 
laborers less efficient, and in diminishing 
the tendency toward improved economic 
methods. As to the character of the im­ 
migration we have received in California 
from China, he pronounces it in the main 
stream vile, and that the best of the Chi- 


At a Fourth of July banquet in this city 
011 Monday a distinguished orator, who has 
held high position and whose scholarship 
and forensic powers, wit and readiness are 
matters of local pride, took occasion to de­ 
clare that there is no danger from Com­ 
munism, Anarchism or Socialism in this 
country. In effect he spoke in this strain-' 
“There is nothing in it.

There 
is 110 sort of danger from them, or from 
Socialists or Anarchists. They can’t hurt 
or destroy this Government. Why, talk 
of these miserable fellows amounting to 
anything in this great and glorious repub­ 
lic! Let there come assault upon the 
homes and institutions of America, and 
then see how the men of the nation will 
rise together to repel it.” And in that 
strain the distinguished speaker continued 
rightly, and not one whit exaggeratedly 
glorifying this as the best and truest of 
nations, with broadest blessings and most 
beneficent showers of good for man. All 
this sort of thing is well enough and true 
enough, and fits into the post-prandial 
effusiveness of Independence Day ad­ 
mirably, but when it is conceded that this 
is the best and strongest,most God-iavored, 
impregnable and altogether desirable land 
and government beneath the sun, having 
the least to fear and the most to hope for, 
does it foliow that we are to take no ac­ 
count of the vermin which may infest it ? 
Is it wise policy to ignore the rat in the 
ship that may gnaw the hole that will 
send the noble vessel to the bottom ? Is it 
nothing, nothing whatever, that nineteen 
bleeding, mangled forms and four dead 
bodies, wearing the honored regalia of 
official rank of the United States of Amer­ 
ica, lay prone upon the pavements of the 
Ilaymarket in Chicago, in May, victims to 
the damnable “talk” that propelled a bomb 
against the form of liberty? 
Does our 
oratorical friend, whose patriotism is suoh 
a shield and safeguard to him, really and 
honestly mean to say that we need to give 
no heed to the rodent that burrows in the 
massive embankment and lets in the water 
to flood a city? Does popping the wretch­ 
ed inciter to murder, arson and robbery 
into jail for disturbing the peace compen­ 
sate for the unrest and distrust and 
fear the rascal creates? 
Is it true or

This 
statement was regarded as conclusively 
convincing to his Democratic co-laborers 
on the Board, who bad concluded an alli­ 
ance to use the machinery of the Board 
for securing offices to Democrats, regardless 
of the extermination of bugs, for which 
the Board was created by law. 
Mr. Boggs’ unfortunate lack of informa­ 
tion concerning ike insect kingdom, and 
getting scale insecis sadly mixed up with 
woodpeckers and “high-holes,” in his 
learned discussions of diseases of cherry 
irees, as lie went about attending to his of­ 
ficial duties of inspection, caused a waning 
of confidence upon the part of tbc people, 
and the press of the cítate also failed to ap­ 
preciate and help 011 his efforts, and to ex­ 
ercise tiie necessary degree of patience 
whi r he “read up" and bicanic expert in 
btigoiogy, and as a consequence lie had to 
step down—but he did not step out. In­ 
stead he kept his place comfortably warm 
as a member of the Board—“laid low for 
ducks,” so to speak—and in the process of 
time was evoluted by his faithful Demo­ 
cratic compeers again into tbc office of In­ 
spector of Fruit Bests, at $150 per month, 
and at which roaring farce, every bug in 
the State ceased his depredations for a mo­ 
ment and enjoyed a hearty laugh. 
This election—upon the retiraey of Dr. 
Chapin—occurred last November at Los 
Angeles. Boggs tried to turn out Colonel 
Webb, the Secretary of the Board, and to 
elect Mr. Lei,mg. of Los Angeles, in Webb's 
place. In this Mr. Boggs, the again-elected 
Inspector, showed bis earnest desire to 
learn tbc trade of classifying bugs, for as 
Mr. Belong is quite an accomplished gen­ 
tleman in that direction, Mr. Boggs could 
ascertain from him—if Secretary of the 
Board and handy to apply to—the differ­ 
ence between a cottony cushion scale and 
an elephant, and thus have learned such 
elementary facts without the public know­ 
ing that he was asking questions. Unfor­ 
tunately, however, the scheme to replace 
Webb with Belong failed, and Inspector 
Boggs was again left to his own absence of 
resources and information, concerning the 
pestiferous kingdom. 
To add to bis unfortunate dilemma, the 
State Horticultural Society took earnest ac­ 
tion to have Mr. Boggs succeeded by some 
competent person, and appealed to the 
State authorities to withhold his payas In­ 
spector, on the ground that he was totally 
lacking in t lie requirements pointed out by 
law for a person who should hold tlia office 
of State inspector of Pests. The kicks, 
protests and resolutions of condemnation 
finally came so thick and fast from all parts 
of the State for Mr. Boggs’ removal, that 
the innocent political inspector of bugs 
at last recognized the fact that lie was 
unanimously regarded by the horticultur­ 
ists of the State as a greater pest and harder 
to get rid of than all the scale mites and 
infecting bugs of the orchards and vine­ 
yards, and under the blaze of this knowl­ 
edge be finally, in April last, tendered his 
resignatian, to take effect on the 1st of 
June. The resignation was accepted, and 
W. G. Klee, who had charge of the experi­ 
mental farming at the Srate University. 
Berkeley, was elected to fill the place. 
Upon his election he was sent for by the 
Board, and appeared before it and accepted 
the position. Afterwards the question was 
raised by Mr. Boggs whether Mr. Klee 
could fill the office of Inspector, and at the 
same time continue his relations at Berke­ 
ley, where a portio i of his time was also 
that of experimenting for extermination of 
phylloxera, and other injurious insects. 
The question, upon the solicitation of Mr. 
Boggs, was referred 
to the Advi­ 
sory Committee of the 
Board 
of 
Horticultural Directors for consideration 
and report. The committee consists of 
El wood Cooper, Dr. Kimball and the in­ 
evitable Mr. Boggs. Mr. Klee immediately 
resigned his position at Berkeley, and no­ 
tified the members of the committee of the 
fact. This obstacle removed. Mr. Boggs at 
once set up the plea that Mr. Klee's health 
was poor, and that he would not therefore 
be able tó attend to the duties of Inspector, 
and as Mr. Klee denied that lie was in bad 
health, but, 011 the contrary, was quite the 
opposite, Mr. Boggs found other reasons 
and promulgated them, why the newly- 
chosen Inspector would not be able to 
serve. 
These shifting statements and devious 
efforts clearly revealed the real purpose of 
Mr. Boggs to be. to dispose of Mr. Klee 
and forte his own continuance in office. Mr. 
Klee, however, assumed the duties of In­ 
spector on June 1st, and has been engaged 
in the work devolving upon the office since 
that day. Mr. Boggs during the same time 
has been diligent, in season and out of 
season, in his efforts to annul the appoint­ 
ment of Mr. Klee. The latter paid ¡10 at­ 
tention to 
it, but continued at his 
work 
until 
a 
few 
days 
since 
when the fact came to light that" Boggs, as 
a last resort, had filed a protest with Con­ 
troller Dunn against his issuing the usual 
warrant for pay of Mr. Klee's salary. This 
he based upon the statement that Klee was 
not elected, because the question of whether 
he could hold the former office at Berkeley 
had been referred to the Advisory Com­ 
mittee, and that committee has not since 
had a meeting and reported. 
This action and subterfuge on the part 
of B 'ggs, after Mr. Klee bad been elected 
and accepted by the Board ; bad resigned 
bis position at Berkeley, and has served 
tlie State since June 1st, makes it so glar­ 
ingly and baldly the purpose of Boggs to 
hold on to the office and pay of Inspector 
so long as he can keep a particle 
of life in his body, between the 
continuous kicks and unanimous protests 
of the horticulturists of the State against 
Iiis insufferable ignorance, and hold to the 
office, that if there is not power enough in 
the State to effectually set down upon this 
politically constituted"and self-perpetnated 
bngologist, the Governor owes it to the peo­ 
ple to revoke the appoiulnients of all the Di­ 
rectors of the State Board of Horticulture 
and relieve the State from the present dis­ 
graceful farce.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


STRICKEN’ WITH 
PARALYSIS. 


Yesterday 
Death of Officer J . I). Kent 
Morning. 
In yesterday’s R e c o b d -U k io x mention 
was made of the fuel that police officer J. 
L>. Kent, while assisting as escort to the 
Mardi Gras procession Monday evening, 
had sprained his ankle and been com­ 
pelled to leave the line. That was the 
condition of affairs as well as could be 
learned that evening, when the streets 
were crowded with people and no one knew 
exactly what had happened to the officer. 
It <eems. however, that while standing at 
Sixth and M. waiting for the procession to 
form, he complained of a singular feeling 
and great pain in his head. 
As they 
marched toward K street he was observed 
to be moving very unsteadily. On K street 
some of the officers noticed that be bad 
fallen back several feet, and presumed that 
lie desired to speak to Grand Marshal Mc- 
Nasser. They next heard that he had be­ 
come lame and bad to give up the march. 
He went to a saloon close by and sat down, 
apparently in a stupor, and tinally friends 
conveyed him to bis residence in a car­ 
riage. A physician who was summoned 
announced that lie had received a severe 
stroke of paralysis in iiis left side. He 
lingered until between 0 and 7 o'clock yes­ 
terday 
morning, 
when death ensued. 
James Dawson Kent was born January 1, 
184:1, at Litchctiehl, Conn., and when he 
was 14 years of age his family removed to 
Chicago. During the war he served with 
credit in Company G, of the Thirty-seventh 
Illinois Volunteers, Colonel Black com­ 
manding, und was wounded in the left 
arm at 1'rairie Grove, from the effects of 
which wound he never fully recovered. 
He 
came 
to 
California 
in 
1874, 
and has resided in Sacramento most 
of the time since. 
For several years 
he has been a member of the Police 
Department, and being honest, intelligent, 
sober, energetic, good-humored, though 
determined, and always gentlemanly, his 
official career was a credit to the force, as 
well as to himself. He was a Past Com­ 
mander nf Sumner Post, G. A. R.; Sacra­ 
mento Lodge, No. SO, A. O. U. IV.: Capital 
Council. No. 54, United Friends of the Pa­ 
cific, and of the Order of Foresters. The 
funeral will be held to-morrow at 3 p. m. 
Yesterday morning, when the Police Court 
opened, W. A. Anderson arose and an­ 
nounced the death of officer Kent, who had 
for along time been Court officer of the 
Court, and after paying a warm tribute to 
his memory and services, moved the Court 
to adjourn in respect to his memory. City 
Attorney ilart seconded this motion, and 
took occasion to make eulogistic remarks of 
deceased. 
Remarks were aiso made by 
H enry L. Buckley, I. S. Brown and C. W. 
Baker. Judge Henry reviewed the char­ 
acter and services of deceased, and granted 
the motion to adjourn.

The incidents connected with the fatal 
shooting of J. C. Klein, a member of the 
First Artillery Band, in the I’laza, Sunday 
evening, June 
27th, by Miss 
Feaney 
Wiczel, are still fresh in the minds of the 
readers of the R ecop.p-Unios. ' esterday 
the examination of M iss Wjczel upon a 
charge of murder took place in the Police 
Court, before Justice Henley—Judge Henry 
was disqu iilietl from the fact that be is an 
important witness in the case. Miss \, íezel 
appeared in the Court-rooni wearing a darg 
blue veil, and occupied a seat at the bar to 
the right of her attorney. Grove L. Johnson. 
The prosecution was oonducted by City 
Attorney Hart, assisted by District Attorney 
Bnckley. The father of the deceaseu sat 
near tire City Attorney. 
On motion of Grove L. Johnson, the 
Court-room, which was crowded with spec­ 
tators, was cleared of all except the mem­ 
bers of the press and those who had been 
subpenaed as witnesses. The father amd 
a younger sister of the defendant were 
allowed to remain, as were also several of 
her lady friends. 
The first witness examined was R. E. 
Gogings, ihc druggist, whose store is across 
the street from the place where the tragedy 
occurred. His testimony is the same as 
that given at the Coroner's inquest and 
heretofore published. Heard the shot, saw 
the Hash ; Klein was brought into his store 
dead; knew neither of the parties. 
Officer Sullivan repeated his testimony at 
the Coroner’s inquest. Acquainted with 
hotli the parties; assisted in removing the 
body from the sidewalk to the drug store; 
went with officer Kent to make the arre3t ; 
defendant gave tip the pistol; she acknowl­ 
edged doing the shooting, and expressed no 
regrets ; gave her reasons for committing 
the deed, etc.; said he had ruined her, was 
unwilling to marry her, added insult to in­ 
jury and she had shot him. She said, “ I 
want him to marry me if for only ten min­ 
utes ; I don’t want him to support m e; I 
would work my fingers off bafore I would 
accept support from him.” 
Martin Wetzel, another witness at the 
inquest, who saw the shooting, in addition 
to his former testimony, said ; W hile ac­ 
companying her home she kept urging him 
to waik faster, saying that she was afraid 
Klein’s folks would kill her. She also 
remarked : “ I came from a good family. 
He disgraced and ruined me, and was at­ 
tempting to disgrace r.iy family.” Defend­ 
ant also to!d him that site had been ruined 
by Klein and was about to become a 
mother. Witness said to her. “ Would 
not he marry you?” “ No,” she replied; 
“ he refused, and was seeking to disgrace 
me and my family.” 
Dr. G. L. Simmons was sworn as a medical 
expert. Ho had, with Dr. Briggs, made an 
examination of defendant and found her 
condition to he that which she claimed. 
He also said that in her condition the city 
prison was a very improper place for her 
to he kept. The general surroundings of 
the jail, the impure air and associations, 
were not favorable to one in such a delicate 
condition. 
Chief of Police Dillman said he had 
several interviews with the defendant since 
her imprisonment. 
She 
admitted the 
shooting, related circumstances and acts 
committed by defendant, which, in her 
opinion, was sufficient justification for the 
act. He produced the pistol in the Court 
which defendant had given to officer Kent 
at the time the arrest was made, and with 
which, she claimed at that time, the fatal 
shot was tired. The pistol was offered in 
evidence. 
The prosecution here announced that 
they rested their case. 
The defense offered no testimony, and 
the case was submitted without argument. 
The Court held the defendant to answer 
to the charge to the Superior Court, and 
fixed tier bail at $20,000, remarking that in 
his opinion no jury could be found who 
would find her guilty of murder in the 
first degree. 
A bond was soon given as required, with 
John Wiezel, M. Miller, D. Diersen and 
Mrs. M. C. Meuke as sureties, and defend­ 
ant was taken to her home in a carriage.

Officers on duty must not leave their 
beats without the" knowledge of the Chief, 
unless in pursuit of criminals. 
The officer in charge of the Station 
House shall he responsible to the Chief for 
the cleanliness and good order of the 
prison and for the safe keeping of prison­ 
ers. and allow no officer while on duty, no 
cooks or trusties to loiter about the Station 
House, nor allow the cooks or trusties to 
handle the keys, or enter the prison with­ 
out being accompanied by tlie officer in 
cbsrsc 
Every officer of the force is hereby or­ 
dered to diligently hunt down and prose­ 
cute all vagrants, and to stnctly enforce 
all the ordinances for the promotion of the 
morals and good order of tlie city, and the 
curfew and all minor ordinauces. 
Officers who make arrests are directed to 
be prompt in attendance at the next ses­ 
sion of the Police Court, and to see that 
the necessary affidavits are made, and 
subpenas issued for the witnesses prior to 
the "opening of the Court.

Officers shall report all suspicious per­ 
sons. and places where idlers tipplers, 
-mmblers, prostitutes, and other disorderly 
and suspicious persons may congregate, to 
the Chief, and make a memorandum when 
and where seen. 
Officers while on duty shall not visit any 
Loess of ill-fame, ball, theater, or any 
other place of amusement, except in the 
discharge ol their duty.

unlimited degree of development. 
The 
Mendocino redwood belt is said to be more 
extensive than any other district in tlie 
world, and the construction of this road 
will increase the manufacturing of lumber 
along the whole line, giving occupation to 
thousands of hands, and what now is but 
a vast solitude wil1 become endowed with 
life, and the hum of machinery will he 
heard on every hand. This will open up a 
sure market for the hay, grain, vegetables 
and fruit of Lake county, and at the same 
time cheapen lumber in the great center 
and valleys of the State from $5 to $10 tier 
thousand. 
Tlie large army of health and 
pleasure seekers, who now Hock by thou­ 
sands to the springs and health resorts of 
Lake county, will he greatly augmented 
when they shall become so easy ol access. 
The incorporation of this new enterprise 
was effected in Sacramento yesterday.
